The  puhlioation  is  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  figures  of   certain   income  and  balance  Oheet   items  fluent- 
ly called  for  and  not  appearing  in  the  monthly  reports  of  revenues  and  expenses.     «ithout  this  separate  report  such  information 
TOuld  not  he  available  before  the  preparation  of  the  Preliminary  Abstract  of  Statistics  of  Common  Carriers,    returne  for  .hlch  are 
not  available  until  the  filing  of  annual  reports  of  steam  rail.ays  as  of  Kerch  31. 

This  preliminary  abstract  of  capitalisation  and  income  also  differs  from  the  Preliminary  Abstract   in  giving  this  advance 

information  regarding  individual  railways  of  Class  I.
